The  Wisdom  of  Children 

Through  the  years  I  have 
had  the  privilege  of  sitting  at 
the  feet  of  some  great  preach¬ 
ers  and  teachers,  and  1  am 
just  amazed  at  the  depth  of 
wisdom,  understanding,  and 
die  capacity  they  have  for 
intellect.  Many  of  them  —  in 
fact  I  would  say  that  the 
majority  of  them  that  I  have 
had  the  privilege  of  hearing, 
that  meant  the  most  to  me  — 
had  wisdom  drat  was  not  just 
earthly  but  heavenly  as  it 
was  touched  by  the  Spirit  of 
God.  I  personally  believe 
that  the  spiritual  giftedness 
of  teaching  and  the  spiritual 
gift  of  preaching  are  two 
very  different  gifts  chat  result 
in  a  different  work  of  God  in 
our  hearts.  While  I  know  that 
God  called  me  to  preach,  I 
have  never  felt  that  He  gave 
me  the  gift  of  teaching  as 
Recorded  in  Scripture.  I  say 
that  because  when  I  hear 
those  spiritually  gifted  teach¬ 
ers,  I  am  amazed  and  often 
sit  there  thinking,  “How  do 
they  do  that?"  I  know  how 
they  do  it.  It  is  a  God  thing 
and  I  am  blessed,  but  today  I 
do  not  draw  from  the  great 
wisdom  of  scholars  of  ages 
gone  by  or  from  great  teach¬ 
ers  of  today.  I  want  to  share 
with  you  a  kind  of  amazing 
wisdom  displayed  in  a  child. 

The  first  thought  that  I  want 
to  pass  along  to  you  came  from 
the  mouth  of  my  youngest 
granddaughter.  She,  like  die 
other  seven,  is  an  incredible  lit¬ 
tle  child  and  is  now  in  three- 
year-old  kindergarten.  One  of 
her  recent  accomplishments 
was  to  memorize  John  3:16. 
She  struggled  with  learning 
that  verse.  She  was  intensely 
saying  John  3:16  to  her  mother. 
"For  God  so  loved  the  world 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  bekeveth 
in  him  should  not  panic,  but 
have  everlasting  life."  That  is 
the  way  this  three-year-old 
kindergartner  heard  it.

"Whosever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  panic."  When  1 
heard  what  she  had  learned 
and  said,  I  thought  to  myself 
that  is  absolutely  wonderful. 

In  a  world  that  is  filled  with 
wise  and  gifted  people,  we  are 
seeing  everything  around  us 
turned  upside  down  and 
inside  out  Whether  it  Is  the 
economy,  a  medical  crisis, 
storms,  wars,  or  rumors  of 
wars,  the  people  of  God  do  not 
need  to  panic.  I  know  that  fire 
word  in  John  3:16  is  should  not 
perish  and  that  is  true  also,  but 
for  many  of  God's  people  they 
would  be  well  served  to  1  now 
that  if  they  believe  in  esus 
they  will  not  perish  but  neither 
do  they  need  to  panic. 
Biblically  it  would  help  us  to 
understand  that  if  we  know 
Jesus,  our  life  now  and  our  life 
forever  rests  in  His  hands. 

Regardless  of  what  is  tak¬ 
ing  place  in  our  world.  He 
understands.  He  knows,  and 
He  is  going  to  take  care  of  our 
life  and  meet  our  needs.  Too 
many  of  us  are  often  like  the 
fellow  who  said  poetically, 
"When  in  trouble,  when  m 
doubt,  run  in  circles,  scream,  . 
and  shout!"  That  is  not  really  ' 
necessary  for  we  can  trust  in 
Him,  and  in  the  words  of  a 
little  child  when  we  do  trust 
Him,  "We  shall  not  panic." 

The  second  bit  of  wisdom 
from  a  child  came  from  anoth¬ 
er  little  girl  who  woke  up  in 
the  middle  of  the  night  and 
was  frightened.  Maybe  it  was 
because  of  a  dream  or  just 
being  afraid  in  fire  dark.  She 
got  up  and  went  to  her  moth¬ 
er  ana  dad's  bedroom  fretting

and  crying.  The  mother 
calmed  her  down  and  went 
back  to  her  bedroom  with  her. 
She  helped  her  get  into  bed 
and  tola  her  everything  was 
going  to  be  alright.  The  little 
girl  was  calm.  The  mother  got 
up  to  leave  an  i  walked  over 
to  turn  the  light  off  in  the  little 
girl's  bedroom.  The  little  girl 
said,  "Mama,  please  leave  the 
light  on."  Trying  to  reassure 
her,  the  mother  said,  "Well 
everything  will  be  alright.  You 
do  not  have  to  worry.  You  do 
not  have  to  be  afraid  of  the 
dark."  The  little  girl  respond¬ 
ed  and  said,  "Mama,  I  am  not 
afraid  of  tire  dark  when  the 
light  is  on!" 

All  of  us,  regardless  of  what¬ 
ever  age  or  stage  we  may  be  in, 
may  struggle  bom  time  to  tune 
with  die  darkness  of  this  world 
and  die  uncertainties  around 
us  that  we  cannot  see  and  are 
unable  to  explain.  It  is  amazing 
how  we  can  have  confidence, 
strength,  courage,  and  bold¬ 
ness  when  the  light  is  on.  I  too 
am  not  afraid  of  me  dark  when 
die  light  is  on,  and  I  am  sure 
that  the  Lord  knows  us  better 
than  we  may  know  ourselves. 
He  tells  us  that  when  we  come 
to  live  with  Him  that  there  will 


be  no  need  for  the  light  of  the 
sun  or  moon.  "Ana  the  city 
had  no  need  of  the  sun,  neither 
of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it  for 
the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it 
and  the  Lamb  is  die  light  there¬ 
of”  (Rev.  21:23).  Even  so  in  the 
here  and  now,  die  Lord  will 
provide  light  for  our  path 
wherever  we  may  go. 

A  final  bit  of  wisdom  from  a 
child  came  from  a  precious  lit¬ 
tle  one  who  was  learning  the 
Lord's  Prayer  Oiildrer.  hear 
diings  ana  interpret  them  in 
light  of  their  own  little  world 
and  their  own  understanding 
of  duns.  This  little  child  say¬ 
ing  the  Lord's  T  raver  repeated 
it  Bke  this:  "Our  Father,  which 
art  in  heaven.  How  did  you 
know  my  name?"  I  know  that 
the  Lord's  Prayer  is  focused  on 
God  and  die  holy,  highly  exalt¬ 
ed,  hallowed  name  of  God,  but 
not  for  this  youngster  who  wa 
praying  in  somewhat  amaze¬ 
ment  because  "God  knows  my 
name."  Maybe  the  interpreta¬ 
tion  was  over  simplified,  but  in 
terms  that  were  better  under¬ 
stood  by  the  child  God 
Almighty  desires  to  have  a  per¬ 
sonal  relationship  with  His 
people.  Fie  knows  our  names 
ana  everything  about  us.  He 
knows  the  good,  bad,  ugly,  our 
achievements,  and  our  warts. 
Fie  knows  it  all  and  Fie  still 
loves  us.  In  the  words  of  Isaiah, 
I  am  reminded  of  die  blessing 
of  these  little  children  which 
says,  "And  a  little  child  shall 
lead  them"  (Isa.
